REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
(To January 31, 1918.) 


The school in Division I has been fortunate in being able 
to retain Miss de Rochmont, the teacher of the previous 
year, and while this has grown to be the largest school in 
town, Miss de Rochmont has continued to govern with the 
same quietness and firmness shown in the beginning of her 
work, and every pupil is wisely known and conscientiously 
looked after, and she has a systematic, clear and well defined 
plan in each branch which she teaches, so that her pupils 
form the habit of working and thinking to some purpose. 

In Division II Miss Mabel Smith is teaching her eleventh 
consecutive term; having a natural aptitude for her work 
and the happy power of imparting instruction, she brings 
all her pupils under the cheerful influence of their leader 
and at all times secures their appreciative attention. 

In Division III Miss Myra Huckins is teaching her fifth 
year and the fact that throughout her unbroken term of 
service she has held the entire respect and confidence of 
both children and parents, is one of the best recommenda- 
tions possible. 

The school in Division IV was taught during the winter 
and spring by Miss Bartlett, who resigned at the end of 
the year to accept a more desirable position in Massachu- 
setts, and we feel that we were very fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss Dorothy Kelly of Portsmouth, a gradu- 
ate of Plymouth Normal school and with two years’ ex- 
perience in the schools of that town. Under her the pupils 
have come to recognize the necessity of prompt and un- 
questioning obedience and the progress made in this school 
is most creditable to teacher and pupils alike. 
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The school board considers that they were extremely 
fortunate the past year in being able to retain three of 
their teachers, for from the previous year’s work they had 
come to know the deficiencies in each individual and have 
helped to overcome those failings to an extent which would 
be impossible for a stranger. 

Teachers may differ widely in their personal character- 
istics as well as their methods of instruction and yet be 


equally successful and we are sure that in each of these. 


districts we have the right teacher in the right place. 

In March our schools felt keenly the loss of their music 
teacher, Mr. Akeley, whom the children had come to look 
upon as their friend as well as instructor, but by securing 
Mrs. Redman of Exeter the work along that line has gone 
on without interruption. 

We would like to call the attention of the district to the 
effect of the medical inspection. The first inspection was 
in 1914, when out of ninety three children examined, the 
physician found thirty four cases calling for attention, a 
large majority of these being for defective teeth.. At the ex- 
amination in 1917 out of eighty seven children there were 
found only twelve cases to be reported, five being defective 
teeth; one, malnutrition; four, enlarged tonsils or adenoids, 
and two, poor vision, and in the three examinations only 
one parent has refused to have her child examined. 

According to the revised laws of 1917 there must be 
inserted in the school warrant an article calling for an ap- 
propriation for medical inspection, and judging from the 
good accomplished, we can not better expend the amount 
necessary, which has never been over $35. 

In closing this report the board would extend their thanks 
to the people of the district and to the teachers, who have 
heartily cooperated in carrying out my plans suggested for 
the benefit of the schools. 

As this is the last year that the present chairman expects 
to hold that office she takes this opportunity to extend to
